He has just made a slip and unless 
his friends or sympathetic strangers 
come to his assistance the sl*.p may 
ruin his whole life for him, as well 
is that of his widowed mother . lie 
was getting only $85 a month from 
the Katy, and yet he was expected to 
live up to the position of a first class 
amploye in a city ticket office.

gradually he took a few doll irs at a 
time, covering the shortage by hold­ 
ing out the stubs from tickets (by 
which they were supposed tc check 
him Up). 
As new tickets would Ik* 
sold, he would replace the "tubs or 
dips showing sales of previous tick­ 
ets to he taken up and checked with 
he stubs at the auditor’s office. The 
deeper in he got the worse off he 
was.

Army Worms. 
A crop will soon be due again, as 
can be noticed by swarms of the 
army worm moths that we see each 
evening. 
The record is. however, that this 
second brood of worms will be de- 
stroyed in the egg stage. 
The gray moths that we see lay 
eggs, but no doubt you noticed thou­ 
sands of lady beetles were in the 
wheat, and they are very numerous 
everywhere. They were on the wheat 
feeding on the plant lice, and since 
that source of food is exhausted they 
will greedily eat the eggs of most 
any insect. 
Weather has been good for the de­ 
velopment of both the red-tailed fly 
and the Ichneumon "fly, and it seems 
quite evident that these three will 
hold the army worm in check. 


and it is very dangerous to bring 
new stock on the farm for some time. 
Have you cleaned around that old 
straw stack, or have yon burned it? 
As the wheat is now being harvested. 
a little later on you 
will 
probably 
want to let tile hogs run on the stub­ 
ble, and if you have had hogs die 
around the old stack it should be 
burned. 
If this is 
impractical 
the 
loose 
straw* should be pulled 
out 
from 
around the bottom, and the ground 
and sides of the stack sprayed with 
a 3% compound solution of 
cresol, 
Air-slacked 
lime 
should 
also 
be 
used freely. 
The old adage, “An ounce of pre­ 
vention is worth a pound of cure,” is 
forever true in the eradication of hog 
cholera, and if these precautions are 
taken now' it will prevent untold trou­ 
ble later.

Is the Farmer Doing Well tnough? 
This question is opportune, cot only 
when asked with reference to all the 
people, but also with reference to 
the farmers. 
As farmers, ere they 
doing well enough when we are are 
producing less than 
we 
consume? 
t i uch is the fact, as is indicated by 
It he government reports 
of 
exports 
and imports since 1898. jTbe food 
products brought into this country 
are at this time about two and one- 
Lalf times as great as they were in 
1898. 
In round numbers, the impor­ 
tation of food in 1898 amounted to 
1190,000,000. For the six mon\hs end 
Ing March, 1914, food was shipped in­ 
to this country to the amount of $224,- 
000,000. On the year basis this would 
mean $488,000,000. 
In 1898 we sent food out of the 
country to the amount of $590,000000. 
and on the year basis for March, 
1914, we sent out $434,000,009, so it 
would indicate that at the end of the 
first year under the new tariff regu 
lations we would bring into this coun­ 
try approximately $68,000,000 worth 
of food more than we sent out. 
We are getting butter from Hoi 
land, wool and mutton from Australia, 
eggs from China, corn and beef from 
Argentine, yet we* are farming what 
might be termed a virgin soil, and 
are getting food supplies from foreign 
countries. 
We should 
certainly 
be 
producing it at home. 
According to the last census, mort 
gage indebtedness on the farms of 
this country is on the increase. The 
price of land has approximately dou­ 
bled in the last decade, and soil fer­ 
tility on an average is on the de­ 
crease. 
Our average crop approxi­ 
mates $8,000,000,009 and our indebt­ 
edness about $6,000,000,000, 
or 
75 
cents of debt for every dollar's worth 
that we produce. 
The man who believes that the av­ 
erage farmer is doing well enough 
for himself would certainly do well 
to stop a moment and consider the 
above proposition. 
It is a common 
argument that the above statements 
are not true, but if they are 7iOt, our 
government officials are the falsifiers 
and the people are being misled. 
I 
do not think that any reasonable man 
would question the accuracy of these 
reports, since there would be no rea­ 
son for their being incorrect. 
I have visited farms within the last 
thirty days where the people who arc 
living en them are certainly not get 
ting ahead to the extent of e single 
dollar. The soil on these farms was 
at one time in a much better condi­ 
tion than it is now, while we visit 
other farms that are more productive 
than they have ever been. 
There is 
certainly 
a 
cause for these differ­ 
ences, and the cause is very apparent 
in most cases. 
We are sometimes 
inclined to notice the big crops by 
the wayside and overlook the bad 
ones. 
When we secure the figures telling 
us that the average corn yield in this 
county is about thirty bushels per 
acre, we must not take it as being 
the least yield, for 
some 
produce 
above the general average and others 


have been quoted and these state­ 
ments are correct I am at a loss to 
know’ howr a man can make up his 
mind “that the farmers are doing 
well enough.” 
The farmer did not object when 
public sentiment demanded that he 
be given cheaper freight rates and 
cheaper passenger fares, and nobody 
objected except possibly the railroads 
themselves when 
public 
sentiment 
demanded a better roadbed and that 
airbrakes be put on the freight cars. 
It met with the farmers’ general ap­ 
proval when public sentiment requir­ 
ed that banks lower their rates of in­ 
terest, and that they were required 
to surround their 
institutions 
and 
better safeguard the funds of the peo­ 
ple. 
It met with the approval of the 
farmer when public utility of any 
sort be so regulated that they giv3 
the public more satisfactory service. 
The doctors have been regulated, and 
even the barbers have had to undergo 
the regulating process, but there yet 
remains more regulating to be done. 
The railroads and the tariff and 
the banks and all the different things 
that have been regulated would have 
enjoyed doing the regulating them­ 
selves. Did one of them plead at any 
time that they should be regulated? 
None of them went to the legulator 
and asked to be operated upon. 
But 
somebody else must, to a very great 
degree, perform the regulating func­ 
tion.

more faith in it after that feat has 
been accomplished. 
It has dawned upon all America 
that somebody else needs regulating, 
and that somebody else is the Amer­ 
ican farmer. 
The country at large 
believes that a man has no inherent 
right to destroy the fertility of his 
soil from carelessness, ignorance or 
wantonness. 
If 
any 
man 
believes 
that a farmer should have such a 
right, such a man I believe to be a 
menace to the common good. All the 
generations of the future must exist 
by means of this same soil; it was 
intended to support all the people 
all the time, and the man who does 
not realize his responsibility in feed­ 
ing the world, in clothing the world 
and in sheltering the world is not for 
the common good and for the good of 
the individual farm. 
Other industries 
and 
professions 
that have come under the regulating 
process 
of 
public 
sentiment have 
been benefited thereby. 
Once in a 
while we find the farmer who puts 
up the cry, “Let us alone, we are do­ 
ing well enough.” This same cry has 
been put up by every class who have 
come under the regulating process. 
Farm betterment is the great de­ 
mand of public sentiment 
at

How to Prevent Hog Cholera. 
By Dr. Ralph Graham. 
Pettis County Station, United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry. 
New outbreaks of hog cholera in 
Pettis county are very few at the 
present time, therefore now” 
is 
a 
good time to see that your farms are 
in a good ranitary condition. 
Have 
you cleaned the manure and litter 
out of your hog pens, 
sheds, 
etc.? 
Have you disinfected these pens and 
sheds and scattered lime over the 
ground and walls? 
If you have not 
done this, now is the best time to 
do it. Should it. be neglected, a little 
later in the season you will wonder 
where your hogs got the cholera. A 
thorough cleaning 
and 
disinfecting 
and scattering of air-slacked lime will 
be a great deal more beneficial now 
than it will after your hogs have be­ 
come infected. 
Have you cleaned under the corn­ 
crib and places where hogs died last 
year? Cases have been called to our 
attention where, without 
a 
doubt, 
cholera was contracted in this man­ 
ner. 
The opening under the crib or 
barn was closed without cleaning and 
disinfecting. 
After several months 
a board came off, allowing small pigs 
access to these cholera-infected pre 
tnises, and, about ten days later the 
herd became infected with cholera 
This may seem to be a small rn 
ter, but more than ordinary wages 
could have been earned by taking the 
time to thoroughly clean and disin­ 
fect these places after the hogs had 
been taken out 
Where this is over­ 
looked the farm 
becomes 
infected 
again, several or all of the hogs die,

prematurely.

Missouri Ranks Sixth in the Sister­ 
hood of States in This Partic­ 
ular 
Product — Statis­ 
tics of Interest. 


Special to the Democrat. 


Jefferson City, Mo., June 20.— Five 
cement plants of Missouri, two in St. 
I»uis county, and one each in Ralls, 
Jackson and Cape Girardeau counties. 
in 1913 turned out 4,803,338 barrels of 
cement, 
which, 
at $1,010 a barrel, 
were worth $ 1,880,191. Missouri ranks 
sixth 
as 
a 
cement manufacturing 
state, according to advance informa­ 
tion from the 1914 Red Hook of the 
bureau of labor statistics, given pub­ 
licity today by Commissoner John T. 
Fitzpatrick. 
The 1913 output was an 
increase of 10.28 per cent over that 
of 1912, when it amounted to 4,355, 
711 barrels. 
When it comes to increase in out­ 
put Missouri holds third rank, excell­ 
ing in this respect Pennsylvania, In­ 
diana 
and 
California, which had a 
greater production in 1913. 
in other 
words, if Missouri keeps up its pres­ 
ent stride, and there is no reason 
why it should not, for the reason its 
supplies the entire southwest with 
cement, it will soon rank third in pro­ 
duction. 
The cement industry in Mis­ 
souri is but in its infancy. 
There is a great future ahead for 
the state in this respect, especially if 
the Mississippi river is deepened from 
the mouth of the Missouri to the Gulf 
of Mexico, furnishing a channel for 
sea-going vessels to penetrate as far 
up as St. I>ouis. 
Mexico and South 
America would then become a portion 
of the vast territory 
to 
the 
south 
which Missouri now 
supplies 
with 
cement, with Illinois as the only com­ 
peting state. 
South of here are no 
states which manufacture cement iii 
quantities sufficient to ship. 
Iii ad­ 
dition this state has deposits of ce­ 
ment making material so vast that 
they are inexhaustible. 
The cement plants of the state are 
so close to either the 
Missouri 
or 
Mississippi rivers that their ] roducts 
can be loaded directly onto boats. 
The output of the plant near Kansas 
City could be brought down the Mis­ 
souri on steamboats and loaded on 
the 
seagoing 
vessels at St. Louis. 
The 
Ralls 
county 
plant 
is 
close 
enough to the Mississippi river to use 
it as an outlet for its products, and 
the same is true of the two plants in 
St. Louis county and the one at Cape 
Girardeau. 
South American countries are using 
more and more every year and only 
one 
or 
two 
manufacture it. 
The 
quantity of cement produced there is 
not near enough for home consump­ 
tion. 
Missouri cement is better than 
that of either Pennsylvania. Indiana, 
New York or Illinois, since it brought 
a higher price per barrel in 1913 thai 
did the output of the states men­ 
tioned. 
When the reconstruction of Mexico 
commences, an event which will hap­ 
pen when the warring factions there 
are brought together, and conserva­ 
tive men placed at the head of the 
government, there will come a vast 
call for cement. 
Missouri being the 
closest cement manufacturing state 
of all the larger producers will profit 
thereby . This outlook and what is 
ahead for Missouri in South America 
means that the cement industry of 
this state will quadruple in tea years, 
easily giving Missouri at least second 
rank among the producing common­ 
wealths. 
This is Hie vivid picture painted 
for Missouri as a cement manufac­ 
turing state in a bulletin on this sub­ 
ject, prepared by Supervisor of Sta­ 
tistics

There was a sharp advance In 
the price of cement, 1913 over 1912, 
it going up from 80.2 a barrel to $1.16. 
All otner cement producing states ex­ 
perienced a similar increase, which, 
for all states, averaged 19.2 cents a 
barrel and which made cement high­ 
er priced than it had been any year 
since 1902. 
While three grades of cement are 
on the market, portland, natural and 
puzzolan, Missouri only produces the 
portland variety, for the reason that 
it is in greater demand. 
A barrel of 
portland cement weighs 380 pounds 
Of the 92.949.102 barrels of cement 
marketed in 1913 by the producing 
plants of the Toited States, only 744.- 
65? barrels were of the natural vari- 
lety. and 107.313 barrels of puzzolan.
